And happily it may not be un- 
worthy our taking notice, that 
theſe Pleiades appear'd at Mid, day

obſerve that the 8tarrs ſignifie 
his Majeſties eminent appearance 
by divine defignement, happeneth- 
to bein orabout the Meridian of 
his Age, the thirtieth year of his 
Majelties Age, at which time his 
Majeſties coming, is with a ſweet 
& comfortable Conqueſt of Love 
over his peoples Hearts, and 'tis 
well worth ony joy and notice,

The number Seven is anumber

ſty : The Pythagorians call it vzs+ 
picnu/ure vite, becauſe it contains 
Body and Soul.

There are four corners of the Hea- 
ven diametrically looking one 
towards the other, which 1s ac- 
counted a moſt full and powerfull 
aſpe&, and conſiſts of the number 
ſeven; For it is made from the 
ſeventh fign, and makes a croſs, 
the moſt powerfull hgure of all : 
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By the ſame radiation and num- 
ber the Solſtice is diſtant from 
Winter and the Winter &quino- 
(tiall from Summer; all which 
are done by ſeven'Stars : there 
are ſeven Circles in Heaven ac- 
cording to the longitnde of the 
axletree there are ſeven Stars 
greater or le{ſer, about the Artick 
pole, called Charles wain; ſeven 
Stars called the Pleiades, ſeven 
Planets, according to ſeven dayes 
conſtituting weeks. Why may 
not the priacipal and moſt proſpe- 
rous powers of thoſe ſeven Pla 
xers, by the lafluence of the feyen 
Stars of the Artick pole Cherles 
wain, and the Pleiades,be (ignified, 
to have their influences and ope- 
rations upon the actions and pro» 
cecedings of our great Septentrio* 
nal Star (who for his prudence, 
valour and piety ( which is the 
beſt policy) may be traly termed 
the Lyon of the North or great 
Northern Monarch. E 4 le 
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It is alſo applyed to Setzrn,Pla- 
netaru mprimus deorum antiquilſt- 
mus,which aſcending from the lo. 
wer is the 7th. Planet ; which be 
tokens reſt, to which the ſeventh 
day is aſcribed { on which our 
Charlemain was born as before is 
ſhewed preſaging reſt to theſe 
Nations during his Majelties 
Reign;) w hich fignifies the ſeven 
thouſfandth, Whereis ( as St, Jobs 
in the Revelation witneſſeth) the 
Dragon, which 3s the Dive), and 
Catan, being bound , men ſhall be 

quiet and lead a peaceab/e Life, 
Why may not this be applyed 
ro the time of the Reign of our 
Charlemain the Secondy The ſe- 
venth day, the Creatour reſted 
from his work, wherefore this day 
was by Moſes called the Sabboth, 
(3. e.) The day of reſt ; hence it 
was that Chriſt reſted the ſeventh 
day.in the Grave. This number 
hath alſo a great Communion 
with the Crofle ; as alſo with

ſign inthe Zodiak calld virgo, the 
wich virgin is compoſed of ſo ma- 
ny Stars as may aptly pourtray, 
 Virginem , geſtantem inter brachia 
filium, a Virgin bearing an infant 
in her Armes, and ſo have thought 
thar to be this Star 3 perhaps from 
the Prophecy of our Sybilla Tibur- 
tina, who when Auguſins boaſted

heap of Stars at his Majeſties Na- 
tivity appearing, heaps of happi- 
neſs & accumulation of comforts 
are ſurely preſaged to his Majeſty 
an4 all his faithful liedge people 
in & through his bleſſed Govern- 
ment, and by plurality of Stars 
Celeſtiall, plurality of proſperity 
to the State terreſtriall under his 
Majeſties Dominion.

wain,and other numbers (whereof 
mention before is or may be here- 
after made) may not be thought 
tedious or impertinent 5 It will 
not be unworthy our taking no» 
tice, that as amongſt the Celeſtial! 
pariuere, the Stars of Heaven are 
reckoned among the moſt exce}- 
tent CharaQers of the Divinity, 
Power, wiſdome and Glory of the 
Creator, in that they are written 
and engraven with the finger of 
God himſelfe ( the, Father of 
Lightsz ) @9uibas inviſthilia Dei 
intelignntur, ac providentur, ipſaq;

Dei enarrainr : SO not onely the 
moſt eminent Philoſophers do 
nnanimouſly teach, bur alſo ma+ 
ny Catholique Divine Dottors 
eſpecially Hierom, Auſtin, Origen, 
Ambroſe, Gregory NaZianzen, Atha- 
#+fiur, Bede, and many more con- 
firm,

Efficacy and rare Vertue in Num+ 
bers. Severinus Boethias ſaith, that 
alt things which were firſt made 
by the nature of things in the firſt 
Age, ſeem to be formed by pro- 
portion of Numbers; for this was 
the principall pattern in the mind 
of the Creator, Hence is bor- 
rowed the number of Elements, 
hence the courfes of Times, hence 
the motion of the Stars, and the 
revolution of the Heaven and the 
ſtate of all things ſabſilt by the 
uniting together of Numbers; 
which are therefore endowed 
with great and ſublime vertues. 
All ſpecies of natural and ſuper- 
natural things are joined together 
by certaine Numbers 3 which

By this (ſay theſe and 
other profound Philoſophers ) is 
there a way made, for the ſear- 
ching out. and underſtanding of 
all things knowable, By it the 
next acceſle to naturall prophe- 
cying is had 3 and the Abbot 
Joachim proceeded no other 
ways ig, bis prophecies, but by 
form bers.
